_ who possesses a radio set 
and pays Government o 
licence fee is entitled, at 
least, to be able to receive 
local broadcasts, With the 
‘existing Radio Hongkong 
transmitters, this is not 
possible, 


HE only really contentious 
recommendation in the 
White Paper is that which 
suggerts Radio Hongkong 
should .indulge in - commer 
clally-sponsored programmes. 

Tho proposal fa a financial 

expediency. 

aro very doubtful 
whether tho listening public 
would like to hear sponsored 
programmes from Radio 
Hongkong. Tho  station’s 
offerings —- Chineso and 
Europenn—can bo improved 
in quality and attractiveness 
without recourse to” this 
type of financing.

WHOSE INITIATIVE? 


The Washington agreement 
carlicr thly month suggested 
that the. growing tension bt- 
dween Britain and Saudi-Arabia 
by resolved by’ direct: negctia-. 
tions of the two parties. 

The Foreign Office declined to 
indicate whether ‘Britain or 
Srudl‘Arabla. took tho Initiative 
to open negotiations, The talks 
are being held in Jedda, 

But the Forcign Office an- 
nouncement’ emphasised that 
Britain's position on the dis- 
puted: frontier of Saudi-Arabla 
and the protectorate in the Per- 
sian Gulf remained unchanged. 

Sir Anthony Eden said‘In Par- 
lament on October 26, 1965, 
that ‘Britain was not prepared 
to discuss with Saudi-Arabia the 
question of sovereignty of the 
Buraimi Oasis, which ot the 
lime had just been occupied by 
trucial levies, | 


TENSION, STRAIN 


But Sir Anthony added ‘that 
Britain was prepnred to consider 
“minor frontier rectifcations,” 

It was anticipated that once the 
two sides have agreed on the 
procedure of their negotiations 
and their scope, the entire 
relationship between Britain ond’ 
Saudi-Arabla would come under: 
close review, 

The strained relationship has 
added to the tension in the 
Middle East; Britain indirectly 
accused Saudi-Arabia of stirrings 
Up antl-Brilish feelings in the 
Perslan Gulf area and more re- 
cently in the ‘strategic klngdom 
of Jordan, 

In Washington, Sir Anthony 
sought American support 
against these alleged Saudi 
‘ctivities;: Britain, was dunder- 
stood. to have urged that the 
U.S, should intervene with 
King Saud - to use American- 
cared dollars for constructive 
purposes rather than ~ anti- 
British propaganda.

Leather Whips 


TBuz-kashi, which literally 
means “dragging the goat", Is 
belleved to have — originated 
among the .Mongol urmics of 
Ghengiz Khan which surged 
neross Asin and into Eastern 
Europe In the Ash century. 
Now, it Js played only in 
Northern Afghanistan near the 
border with the Sovict Union. 
Twlee a year, exhibition matches 
are played In Kabul. 

The fame starts with the 
teams {ing on to the field, the 
riders wearing Persian = Inmb: 
skull caps fringed with fur, and 
carrying in thelr hands short 
leather whips through which 
Fhort nails are ‘driven. : 

They ride as though.the sturdy 

horses are part of them, und 
with the slight swagger of men 
Proud of thelr skill and physical 
vigour. : : 
* Many of them look fierce and 
recall the great Central- Asian 
armies among which Buz-kashi 
originated. ‘ 

The players line up to salute 
any personality presiding at the 
fame, and, at the referee's 
whistle, take their places in a 
elrcle round the calf's body 
which js placed in the centre of 
one side of the feld, 


Charge Body 


The calf is beheaded and dis-1 
emboweled, and the legs cut off 
below the knee. A “light body 
may weigh between 80 Ibs and. 
90 Ibs, a “heavy one up to 120 
Ibs, and so it ts no mean feat 
for a rider to lift it with one 
hand from ‘the back of a horse. 
even without the struggling 


‘melee of horses und men which 


usually surround It. ; 

The whistle blows and the 
horsemen chirge on the body. 
-dust files as the horses 
jostle and men try “to grab the 
body. A rider pulls his horse 
back and up on Its hind legs. 
Then with front hooves tlaillng, 
he plunges the horse again Into 
the scrum. ‘ 

At last the scrum breaks. One 
of the riders has hoisted the 
ealf's body and, leaning — right 
over the opposite side of his 
saddle to.balance the weight, 
and with his whlp held in his 
teeth, he starts a wild, dash 
towards the first stake at the 
end of the fictd. To score, 2 
team must get the body round 
stakes at cither end of the fleld 
and drop it back in the circle 
where the game started. 

As the rider dashes away “his 
cpponents gallop alongside wrest-~ 
ling for possession cf the body. 
If he drops it, there {s another 
scrum until someone manages to 
get hold of it and make another 
break. ‘ ‘ 


Top Speed 


The horses enter thoroughly 
into the spirit of the game for, 
like racehorses and polo ponies, 
they aro -speclally bred and 
tralned for the Buz-kashi. They 
arg sturdy and well-built. 

Sometimes a rider will gallop 
straight into the man and horso 
carrying the calf. 
causes them to recoil -yards but 
seldom does anyone lose his scat. 

Once round tho first stake, the 
team which has possession of the 
body sets off for tho far end of 
the field and the second stake. 

. Sometimes ao elder manages to

At top speed, ho heads for the 
eirele und drops the body with 
neat precision in ithe centre, 
rising In his stirrups in triumph 
as it Is-done. , 


In Kabul, Buz-kashi Is played 
on n field the size of a football 
pltch and with only ten men a 
side. But in Afghanistan's 
northern 
sharif. and Kataghan, the field 
may be five miles long and the 
teams number 150 a side. The

sunrise unti] sunset. 


Top playcrs win. adulation, 
like bull-fighters, and at the end 
of a gume young men and boys 
Tush on to the field to surround 
the winners and lead them in a 
trlumphal procession.
